Great Swimming Race. 

Probably the most important 
swimming race ever contested in 
Hongkong, was brought to a satis- 
z factory issue on the evening of Sat- 
urday last under the auspices of the 
_ Victoria Recication Club, The course 
selected was from Kowloon Point 
(Tsim-tsa-choi) to the Bath House, 
at the Murray Wharf, a distance, 
according to the Admiralty chart, of 
about_1° mile 200 yards. Half a 
" dozen well known swimmers respon- 
ed to the invitation of the Y. R.C., 
and we may safely aver that the 
-gentlemen who came to the post on 
Saturday would be diffieult to beat 
by a similar number from any port 
- in the Rast. In fact we have seldom 
seen a long distance race’ contested 
by such a superior class,of swimmers, 

even in London. . 

A launch was announced to leave 
the Bath House at 5 p.m. to convey 
the competitors to Kowloon, but it 
was neatly -six o’clock before the 
steam ferry picr was reached, and at 
that time the sun was.so powerful, 
with a tide running like a mill-race, 

- that it was deemed advisable to de- 
lay the start until affairstook a more . 
favorable turn, A very large num- 
ber of spectators had assembled at 
Kowloon, but betting on the event 
was limited, Dunman, whose past 
performances, especially over short 
distances, have been exceptionally 

: brilliant, and. who it will be remem- 

" bered beat Cook for second place, in 
the well planned coup which Dudley 
Travers landed so easily,-in the race 
from .Kelletts’ Island in June 1878, 
being considered such a “certainty,”

By the time 
the Afeauee was reached, the pace 
had fallen. off a little, although it 
was still very fast, and Goodwyn, 
who was swimming in splendid form, 
had draivn up-to Grimble, the last 
named having just previously parted 
company with Dunman who was la- 
Slowly but surely | 
Goodwyn drew ahead’ and at the 
half distance he led Grimble about 
three lengths, Angicr away to the 
eastward and swimming strongly, 
still holding » good place élose up, 
whilst Dunmian was slowly dropping 
away, unable to live the pace. En- 
couraged by the cheers of his friends 
Grimble .spurted splendidly — time 
after time, but Goodwyn gamely re- 


decd yards the leaders were still cluse 
together, the last named in front. 
‘A bit of bad steering on Goodwyn’s 
put at last ‘gave Gyimble a chance, | 
and with a few powerfal over 
hand strokes che: shot up, and 
before the other got straight, was 
leading rather’ more than his own 
length. It was now apparent that 
the race lay between Grimble and

Emanuel, spurt and counter spurt 
being tne order of the day; but 
Grimble, favored a little by his 
opponent's bad steering, and swimm- 
ing in grand form, managed to in- 
erease his lead, passed the old ship 
going strong and ‘well. Angier, 
interesting conversation. with’ his 
friends in a sampan, and leisurely 
surveying the struggle going on in 
front; and Cook who had made up a. 
lot of distance, also slowed down to 
see ‘the finish, The tide from the 
Victor Emanuel to the winning post, 
was all in favor of the swimmers, j 
and encouraged by the cheers from 
the spectators in the score or so of 
boats and steam launches which fol-_ 
lowed the men throughout, and of 
the crowd: who lined the whole front 
of the bath house three deep, 
Goodwyn putting in, the overhand 
stroke spurted splendidly, and gradu- 
ally decreased Grimble’s lead, until’
